Primitive Warfare. 

The Montenegrin method of making 
war is very primitive. A Russian officer 
who visited their country and studied it 
tells us tkat a Montenegrin never sues 
for mercy ; and whenever one of them 
is severely wounded and it is impossible 
to Have him from the enemy hiH own 
uoowades cut off his head. When at the 
attack of Globuck a small detachment of 
I \ u ss'in troops were obliged to retreat, 
an officer of stout make, and no longer 
young, fell to the ground from exhaus- 
tion. A Montenegrin, perceived it, ran 
immediately to him, and, having drawn 
lagan, said, "You are very brave 
and must wish that I should cut off your 
head. Say a prayer and make tho sign of 
the cross." The officer, horrified at the 
proposition made an effort to rise, and 
rejoined his companions with tho assist 

ance of the friendly Montenegrin. They 

consider ail thoso who havo been taken by 
the enemy as killed. They carry out of 
the battle their Mounded OOmiad 
their shoulders. Arms, a small loaf of 
bread, a cheese, some garlic, a little 
brandy, an old garment and two pairs of 
sandals made of raw hide, form ail the 
equipage of the Montenegrins. On their 
inarch they do not seek any shelter from 
rain orcold. In rainy weather the Mou- 
rn wraps around his head the 
• (a shawl of coarse cloth), lies 
down on the ground, and putting his 
rifle under him, sleei imfortably. 

Three or four hours of reposo are quite 
sufficient for his rest and the remainder 
of his time is occupied In constant exer- 
tion. It is impossible to retain them in 
the reserve, and it t they can 

not calmly bear t he. view of the enemy. 
itios of the Montenegrins are con- 
fined to being skillful marksmen. A 
a hole, a tree offer them a cover 
from the enemy. Firing twuallj 
prostrate position on the ground, they 
.!y hit, while their rapid and 
sure shots cvry destruction into the 
closed ranks of a regular army. They 
have besides- a well practiced eye for 
judging of distance and thoroughly un- 
derstand how bo take advantage of the 
ground, Of course it will always bo dif- 
ficult to employ such wnrriors against 
regular troops.
